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Climbers’ antisocial behaviour 
couiti force licence crackdown

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Clubbers allegedly posting half-eaten 
kebabs through letter boxes, defe¬ 
cating in gardens and fornicating in 
the streets have been given as rea¬ 
sons for a crackdown on licensing 
rules that would make it “almost im¬ 
possible” to open a nightclub in 
Kingston town centre. 

The area currently has two large- 
scale nightclubs and a number of 
smaller venues. 

Councillor Phil Doyle, chairman of 
Kingston Council’s licensing com¬ 
mittee, said changes would help tar¬ 
get antisocial behaviour that has left 


some older residents “scared to go 
into the town at night”. 

He realised changes had to be 
made after witnessing a couple hav¬ 
ing sex against a wall in the town 
centre on a late-night walk back 
from the cinema with his wife this 
summer. 

Coun Doyle said: “I laughed at 
first, but my wife got very angry 
with me. 

“I don’t think the antisocial be¬ 
haviour, most of which is caused by 
clubbers who have been drinking, is 
being challenged enough. 

“Some residents are scared to 
walk through the town centre at 
night. 

“Residents near the university 
have found themselves woken up by 


people making noise and urinating 
in gardens. 

“The licensing policy at the mo¬ 
ment doesn’t really signal what the 
council’s ambitions for the town 
centre are. I think we need to be en¬ 
couraging wine bars to come to the 
town centre rather than late-night, 
alcohol-led venues.” 

A 78-year-old Portsmouth Road 
resident, who did not want to be 
named, said she was woken up by 
drunk, young people walking home 
almost every weekend. 

She said: “One person even posted 
half a kebab through my door once.” 

But Liberal Democrat Councillor 
Jon Tolley, who runs the club night 
New Slang at Hippodrome, said the 
proposed policy was “misguided”. 


He said: “I don’t feel unsafe 
walking around Kingston at night. 

“Young people are always going to 
want to dance and drink. You are 
not going to stop that by closing 
venues. This feels like an attack on 
young people’s culture.” 

A spokeswoman for the Deltic 
Group, which owns Hippodrome 
and Pryzm, said: “We have worked 
tirelessly with the council and 
police to ensure that we take all 
appropriate steps to minimise 
antisocial behaviour. 

“We are concerned that the im¬ 
portant role the club and bar sector 
plays in the local economy is being 
overlooked. 

“Clubs and bars employ hun¬ 
dreds of people in Kingston and are 
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a major attraction for students and the 
majority of residents. 

“Every thriving town needs a thriving 
late night economy and there is no 
doubt that more restrictions on opening 
hours will have a detrimental impact on 
the local economy.” 

Kingston’s oldest nightclub McClusky’s 
closed down at the end of July when its 
owners Harewood rebranded the venue 
as cocktail bar the Viper Rooms. 

Owner Paul Kinsey said Kingston 
Council’s policy to encourage upscale 
housing and retail had forced the change. 

He said: “The Viper Rooms develop¬ 
ment is targeting executives and young 
professionals who are looking for the 
glamour and style associated with the 
Riverside development.” 

The council is consulting on changes to 
its licensing policy until October 23. 

To take part in the consultation visit 
consult.kingston.gov.uk. 
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London mayoral candidate 
Sadiq Khan has pledged to in¬ 
troduce a “modern” trans¬ 
port system to south-west 
London, but refused to say 
he would re-zone Kingston 
and Surbiton. 

The former Minister for 
Transport, announced as 
Labour’s official candidate in 
early September, made the 
claim while campaigning in 
Kingston town centre this 
week. 

He said: “I’m the only candi¬ 
date with the experience of 
running a transport system. 
What we need in London is a 
modern system that is afford¬ 
able for Londoners.” 

The Tooting MP promised 
to freeze fares on Tube, DLR 
and Overground services 
alongside cutting bus fares, 
but when pressed on re-zon¬ 
ing only said he would “listen

to the arguments of those 
lobbying”. 

In response to the city’s 
worsening housing crisis, Mr 
Khan also pledged that half of 
all homes built in London 
would be affordable. 


A study by the National 
Housing Federation recently 
found Kingston was one of 
the worst areas in the coun¬ 
try for building homes. 

He said: “It’s the biggest 
issue. What I want to do is to 


make sure there are homes 
for Londoners. We need to 
work with local authorities 
like Kingston. That means 
not allowing 16-storey devel¬ 
opments with luxury flats, 
but instead making sure you 
get a good deal for residents.” 

Mr Khan will come up 
against Conservative candi¬ 
date Zac Goldsmith in May’s 
election, with much being 
made of the two opponents’ 
wildly differing backgrounds. 

Richmond Park and North 
Kingston MP Mr Goldsmith is 
a multi-millionaire, and son 
of billionaire Sir James Gold¬ 
smith, while Mr Khan is a for¬ 
mer human rights lawyer. His 
parents are Pakistani immi¬ 
grants and his father worked 
as a bus driver. 

He said: “I don’t hold Zac’s 
background against him. I 
like him, he’s a nice guy and 
we get on well. But the choice 
is same old same old or 
change. It’s the experiences I 
have, not simply doing noth¬ 


ing for five years, but actually 
helping run things, running 
transport getting things done. 
Londoners need a mayor who 
is going to get things done.” 

Mr Khan was also keen to 
reiterate his stance on ar¬ 
guably west London’s most 
divisive issue - the building of 
a new runway at Heathrow. 

Despite the Davies Commis¬ 
sion’s recommendation of 
Heathrow as the preferred 
site for the runway in July, 
Mr Khan stressed his contin¬ 
ued support for the runway to 
be built at Gatwick. 

He said: “I want a better 
Heathrow not a bigger 
Heathrow. Air quality in Lon¬ 
don is a killer, almost 10,000 
people died in London last 
year because of air quality. 

“With a new runway at 
Gatwick there aren’t the 
same problems of air and 
noise, so we’ll get the jobs and 
the growth without the issues 
that expanding Heathrow 
causes.”

Centre fears for future if funding axed 


A multicultural day centre 
could be forced to close if 
Kingston Council pulls its fund¬ 
ing next year. 

The Milaap Centre, based in 
the council-owned care home, 
Murray House, in Acre Road, 
Kingston, has nurtured a multi¬ 
cultural environment for older 
people from diverse back¬ 
grounds for more than 25 years. 

It has relied on a £1,000 yearly 
grant from the council and its 
own fundraising to deliver a 
programme of activities to el¬ 
derly residents in the borough. 

A council review of its funding 
could see the centre lose its pre¬ 
viously allocated allowance, 
forcing closure. 

Centre members attended a re¬ 
cent workshop run by Kingston 
Voluntary Action (KVA) on 


behalf of the council. They had 
hoped questions about funding 
would be answered. 

Prabha Shetty, who helps 
manage the Milaap Centre, said: 
“Although many of us who at¬ 
tended this workshop thought 
we were going to get some an¬ 
swers to our anxiety-driven 
questions. 

“It would be fair to say that we 
left the event with a fair bit of 
confusion.” 

The Milaap Centre holds regu¬ 
lar activities such as yoga, danc¬ 
ing and drawing classes for its 
members and organises day out¬ 
ings and home-cooked meals. It 
aims to avoid isolation and en¬ 
courage interaction. 

Manager of the Milaap Centre, 
Shantini Sangarabalan said that 
if the centre was forced to close, 


many of its members would 
have nowhere to go. 

She said: “This is the fear for 
the members, they need to come 
to a place where they are com¬ 
fortable, where they have bud¬ 
dies, they have activities and 
mental stimulation.” 

Councillor Cathy Roberts, lead 
member for adult social care 
and health, said: “In Kingston 
we must prioritise very careful¬ 
ly to deliver the key services 
that people need. 

“It is too early for any deci¬ 
sions regarding future funding 
arrangements. 

“However, we expect an up¬ 
date in October.”

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The prospect of badly needed 
new housing in Tolworth is in 
the balance as a company that 
specialises in retail development 
nears buying the old Toby Jug 
site from Tesco. 

Several sources have con¬ 
firmed to the Kingston Guardian 
that the sale to European real es¬ 
tate investment firm Meyer 
Bergman, which used to own 
half the Bentall Centre, will be 
finalised “any day”. 

Councillors have concerns that 
Meyer Bergman’s previous 
record in retail might mean 
more “unrealistic” shopping 
centre plans and not the homes 
the borough needs. 

The council waiting list for a 
home in Kingston is longer than 
6,000 people and the borough has 
been named among the worst¬ 
performing places in the country 
for building new homes. 

Alexandra Ward Councillor 
Richard Hudson said: “It won’t 
be a huge surprise if they come 
out with some sort of retail de¬ 
velopment and that would cause 
huge problems. 

“It is worrying because that 
roundabout is already extremely 
congested with traffic. It would 
need to be completely re¬ 
designed. We will have to wait 
and see. 

“The reality is there is going to 
be some houses on that site and 
there will be some high rises. 
What we do not want is 18 
storeys because that is not in

keeping with the area.” 

Council leader Councillor 
Kevin Davis said: “We have to re¬ 
member the original Tesco plan¬ 
ning application is still valid. It 
is early days.” 

Meyer Bergman’s website says 
its primary objective is “value 
creation through the develop¬ 
ment of under-utilised retail as¬ 
sets including shopping centres 
and high street shops in down¬ 
town and out-of-town locations, 
as well as corporate opportuni¬ 
ties with a significant retail 
angle”. 

It says the company targets 


investment opportunities with 
typical values of between €40m 
(£29.5m) and €350m (£257.7m). 

In 2010 the company bought a 
50 per cent stake in Kingston’s 
Bentall Centre for £130m and 
sold the share early last year for 
an estimated £200m. 

The Kingston Guardian broke 
the news in September that 
Tesco was selling its land after 
more than a decade of failed at¬ 
tempts to gain planning permis¬ 
sion for massive redevelopment. 

Spokesmen for Meyer 
Bergman and Tesco refused to 
comment on the sale. 
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Nearly 500 in borough homeless 


Amid a nationwide housing problem it 
has been revealed almost 500 people in 
Kingston are homeless. 

In the last financial year, Kingston 
Churches Action on Homelessness 
(KCAH) dealt with 444 new clients, and 
figures from homelessness charity 
Shelter show 461 families in the bor¬ 
ough are homeless. 

According to the charity 346 of those 
are families with children. 

The majority of the people KCAH 
work with have some degree of hous¬ 
ing need, 55 per cent declared them¬ 
selves as homeless immediately. 

Matt Hatton, operational director of 
KCAH, said: “The number of people re¬ 
quiring our advice service has not 
risen - the complexities of why they be¬ 
come homeless has. 

“Mental health, for instance, is a 
huge issue. KCAH estimates that there 
are always about 30 people sleeping 
rough in the borough. 

“If they become entrenched on the 
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streets, it is much harder to help 
them.” 

KCAH was set up in 1993 by more 
than 50 churches in Kingston and sup¬ 
ports single people who are homeless, 
at risk of becoming homeless or experi¬ 
encing serious housing problems. 

It offers a drop-in advice service, 
makes referrals to housing providers, 
provides temporary accommodation, 
holds a job club and provides emergen¬ 
cy clothing, equipment and food. 

Outreach teams are working to bring 
change in Kingston. 

Mr Hatton said: “Without housing 
services like the YMCA, the Joel Pro¬ 
ject and our own accommodation pro¬ 
ject for the single homeless, the issue of 
rough sleepers would be hard for the 
local community to ignore.”

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Killer’s jail sentence reduced 


A van driver who fell asleep at the 
wheel and killed a mother has had 
his “excessive” four-year jail term 
cut to three years. 

Shanmugarasa Vinayagasi- 
vampillai, of Meadway, Surbiton, 
hit Louisa Gammie, 35, from 
Worcester Park, while she was 
jogging in Old Malden Lane on the 
morning of November 8 last year. 

Mrs Gammie, the mother of a 20- 
month-old child, died in hospital a 
day later from a head injury. 

Vinayagasivampillai, who plead¬ 
ed guilty to causing death by dan¬ 
gerous driving in April, was 


sentenced to four years in prison 
and given a six-year driving ban 
on May 22 in Guildford Crown 
Court. At a Court of Appeal hear¬ 
ing three senior judges reduced 
the sentence to three years on Fri¬ 
day, October 9. 

Vinayagasivampillai had 
worked seven consecutive 12- 
hour supermarket night shifts 
before the crash and was doing a 
favour for his uncle when he fell 
asleep at the wheel. 

His defence argued he had been 
working hard to provide for his 
family, rarely getting more than

four hours sleep a night and was 
“deeply affected” by the accident. 

Mrs Justice Patterson said the 
original sentence did not reflect 
Vinayagasivampillai’s mitigation 
and deep remorse. 


Ttain death ‘not suspicious’ 


A man killed by a train at Surbiton sta¬ 
tion last week was a 47-year-old Esher 
resident. 

Emergency services were called to the 
station at 7.30am on Wednesday, October 
7, after the man reportedly fell from plat¬ 
form two. British Transport Police (BTP) 
have confirmed the death is not being 
treated as suspicious. 

The station was closed for about two 
hours and police also cordoned off Ewell 
Road bridge after initial reports he had 


fallen from high above the railway line. 

A spokesman for BTP said: “We were 
called to Surbiton to reports of a person 
being struck by a train. Colleagues from 
London Ambulance Service also attended 
and a 47-year-old man from Esher was 
pronounced dead at the scene. 

“The man’s death is not being treated as 
suspicious. His family has been informed. 
A file will be prepared for the coroner.”

Road rage mum ran 
into cyclist with 4x4 
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A jury has ruled a mother deliber¬ 
ately tried to run her Audi 4x4 into 
an autistic cyclist after a road rage 
argument in Kingston. 

The turbo-charged car driven by 
Natalie Pyne ploughed into Park 
Salon, in Park Road, with at least 
four children inside after a con¬ 
frontation with cyclist Simon Edg- 
ley last June. 

He escaped with minor injuries, 
but his bicycle was mangled. 

Pyne, 31, of Mount Pleasant 
Road, New Malden, denied at¬ 
tempted grievous bodily harm, 
dangerous driving and damaging 
property during her trial at 
Kingston Crown Court last week. 

A jury took two hours and one 
minute to decide she was guilty of 
all counts on Friday, October 9. 

The court heard Pyne had got 
out of her car and argued with Mr 
Edgley after a near miss between 
the two. 

Mr Edgley was then said to have 
kicked her white Audi Q7 after 
which Pyne reversed her car, 
aimed at the victim, and attempt¬ 
ed to run him over. 

During the trial she had claimed

her car had malfunctioned before 
clipping Mr Edgley and going 
through the bay window of the 
salon causing more than £25,000 
worth of damage. 

Witness Anna Best recalled see¬ 
ing the defendant reversing before 
driving towards the cyclist and 
into the salon. 

She said: “I just remember 
thinking why are you reversing? I 
was really shocked.” 

Witness Louisa Morris had de¬ 
scribed hearing loud revs and tyre 
squeals before seeing Mr Edgley 
“roll over the bonnet and come off 
the side” of the car. 

She said: “There seemed to be an 
argument about a potential colli¬ 
sion. It all happened very fast. 


“The cyclist was hit by the front 
of the car.” 

Traffic officer PC Peter Traylor 
told the jury he could find “no 
fault” with Pyne’s “powerful” car. 

Prosecutor James Lofthouse 
said: “What happened was road 
rage. [Pyne] intended to cause Mr 
Edgley very serious harm. She 
was reckless.” 

Jon Fray from Kingston Cycling 
Campaign said: “I have some sym¬ 
pathy for people who think it [the 
charge] should have been harsher. 

“All I know is it could have 
been a lot worse for the cyclist 
involved.” 

Pyne will be sentenced at 
Kingston Crown Court on 
November 6.

Tolworth Hospital has been found 
partly responsible for a man’s 
death after he was found hanged 
having expressed frequent de¬ 
sires to take his own life while in 
its care. 

A two-day inquest into the 
death of 38-year-old Stephen 
Smith, of Revell Road, Kingston, 
heard he died during a few hours 
leave from the hospital on Febru¬ 
ary 22,2013. 

He had been found by a dog 
walker in Tolworth Court Farm 
playing fields, after leaving to 
get some “fresh air” and failing 
to return to the hospital the 
night before. 

Mr Smith was admitted to Tol¬ 
worth Hospital in September 
2012, with various periods of 
leave throughout, after he was 
originally sectioned. He suffered 
from schizoaffective disorder. 

West London Coroner’s Court 
concluded on Friday, October 9, 
that the inadequacy of risk as¬ 
sessment at Tolworth Hospital 
had been found partly to blame 
for him taking his own life. 

The court heard friends and 
family had raised concerns for 
his safety after Christmas 2012, 
when he had keenly talked about 
ending his life and had bought a 
book on euthanasia. 

While in Lilac ward at the hos¬ 
pital he had also tried to take his 
own life. 

His twin brother, Phillip Strat- 
ford-Smith, a GP, told the inquest 


Mr Smith was “very good at keep¬ 
ing up appearances”, but seemed 
to need the structure and safety 
being sectioned had given him be¬ 
fore it was rescinded before 
Christmas 2012 - after which he 
seemed to decline, he added. 

He said during conversations at 
that time with his brother, a for¬ 
mer BBC engineer and banker, “it 
was clear his brain was broken”. 

He was one of many who told 
staff on the ward his brother’s 
mental state had become worse 
and he needed to be closely moni¬ 
tored. He was told staff were 
aware and that Mr Smith was a 
“difficult case”. 

Lilac ward doctor Tracy Bur¬ 
rows maintained that there was 
always a “chronic suicide risk” 
with Mr Smith, though in the 
last two weeks of his admission 
he was displaying more sleep 
disturbance. 

Mr Smith’s condition appeared 
to worsen after an unsuccessful 
trip to Manchester in December 
2012, causing staff to reduce his 
leave. 

Ed Burns, a consultant psychia¬ 
trist in the home treatment team 
at Tolworth Hospital said before 
his leave was reduced: “He was 
very good about checking in with 
the ward staff and letting them 
know where he was and what he 
was up to.” 

Dr Burns said Mr Smith would 
speak to staff when he was con¬ 
cerned, even deciding to cancel 
planned leave on New Year’s Eve 
because of an attempt to harm 
himself the previous day. 

A patient on the same ward told 
staff he had seen Mr Smith re¬ 
searching suicide methods on the

patient computer. 

He said: “I went to the nurses 
countless times voicing my con¬ 
cerns about him and everything 
he had told me. 

“It pains me to know that there 
might have been even this minute 
possibility to prevent his death.” 

Mr Smith’s father, Keith, told 
the inquest he had made a phone 
call to the hospital a week before 
his son’s death to say: “Please 
protect him, I’m very concerned 
about his safety.” 

Mr Stratford-Smith, his twin, 
added: “We knew he was going 
to kill himself and we tried to 
say it.” 

The inquest heard after Mr 
Smith’s death, his twin brother 
and former partner went to the 
playing fields where they found 
evidence of previous attempts at 
hanging. 

Primary nurse at the ward 
Sarah Green said that she did 
not see the need for Mr Smith to 
be reassessed under the Mental 
Health Act after he was 
sectioned. 

She said: “He came across to 
me as a very intelligent man 
who wanted to provide for his 
family. 

“He wasn’t asking to leave, he 
was taking his medication and 
was open with nurses.” 

Mark Bowman from Fieldfish- 
er, solicitors for the family of 
Mr Smith, said: “The family had 
expressed concerns in the last 
weeks of Steve’s life that he was 
significantly deteriorating and 
accept that the coroner found 
that the risk of Steve taking his 
own life was not adequately as¬ 
sessed and that this played a 
part in his death.” 

“He will be greatly missed by 
everyone who knew him.”

Man who took air gun 
to car park sentenced

A drug addict who took a 
“lethal” loaded air rifle to a 
Chessington World of Adven¬ 
tures car park with his friend 
has been spared jail. 

Andrew Moore, 40, of Barn- 
field Gardens, received a four- 
month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, after 
taking the Camo Rocket Bull 
Whisper rifle, designed to look 
like a camouflaged hunting rifle, 
to the theme park’s overspill car 
park in January. 

Friend Gary Stewart, 53, of 
Woodgate Avenue, Chessington, 
pleaded guilty in June to the 
same offence. 

He received a two-month com¬ 
munity order and was told to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
work. 

Moore, who has previous con¬ 
victions for firearm offences, 
pleaded guilty and was sen¬ 
tenced at Wimbledon Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on October 1. 

He was also convicted of steal¬ 
ing four walkie talkies from 
Weybridge Marina in October 
last year and driving while dis¬ 
qualified. 

Back in June, the court heard 
how CCTV operators filmed

Stewart and Moore in the car 
park with the air rifle. 

Prosecutor Amanda McCabe 
said although the pair appeared 
to take all possible precautions 
when firing the weapon, the gun 
was still very dangerous. 

She said: “[The gun] was 
capable of causing lethal in¬ 
juries. However, they are not 
weapons that need a firearms 


licence to own. 

“There was a man walking his 
dog and two females walking a 
dog nearby. But the weapons did 
not have the power to fire more 
than 50 metres.” 

Moore will also have to pay 
£500 in court costs and 
must attend a six-month drug 
dependency treatment 

programme.

‘Coup’ 

Tonight (Thursday, October 1) I 
witnessed what, I my opinion, can 
only be referred to as a “coup” in 
Maidens and Coombe.

had actually been put. A new vice- 
chairman was proposed, seconded 
and that was it, the new governing 
body was in power. 

The new chairman immediately 
and, in the opinion of those mem¬ 
bers of the public still there, some¬ 
what callously, verbally leapt into 
his new role and continued the 
meeting. 

One wonders who is to gain by 
this change? 

We the public will gain nothing, 
so the decision is not serving the 
community, if anything it is possi¬ 
bly a retrograde step. 

As a postscript, the ousted co¬ 
chairwoman left the arena with 
dignity and full support of the re¬ 
maining members of the public 
gallery.

My sister sent me some copies of 
articles from the Surrey Comet 
about the bombing raids by the 
Germans in 1940, and we were 
both sad some aspects of those 
fateful days were not explored.

Within minutes there was a ter¬ 
rible rush of air and the sound of 
something like hail stones. 

We did not dare to look outside, 
but very soon my father arrived 
and could not believe that we 
were safe in the shelter, especial¬ 
ly as a bomb had exploded only 10 
yards from us. 

We emerged to find our house 
and two others were completely 
destroyed. My father had been on 
the trolley bus that was damaged 
in Westbury Road, and he ran to 
George Road, passing three dead 
bodies on the way. 

We were left with nothing after 
that one explosion.

I t is astonishing that less than 
100 years ago women were un¬ 
able to vote, could be married off 
at 12 and were considered the 
property of their husbands. 

Rights were hard-won thanks to 
the suffragettes, so it is similarly 
surprising to think it has taken this 
long for the story to come to the 
big screen. 

Suffragette got its red carpet 
premiere last week, opening BFI 
London Film Festival, before going 
on general release this week. 

Three-time Oscar winner Meryl 
Streep says: "For me, it is recent 
history. My grandmother was alive 
then and had a couple of children 
and would not have been capable 
of voting, so I'm passionate about 
it." 


She adds: "It feels recent and I 
think the great achievement of this 
film is it is not about women of a 
certain class." 

While Streep's name looms large, 
she appears only briefly in the 
movie, as talismanic suffragette 
leader Emmeline Pankhurst. 

Instead, it focuses on ordinary 
working-class London girl Maud 
(former Woldingham School pupil 
Carey Mulligan), who falls into the 
movement. Chiswick-born Anne- 
Marie Duff plays her best friend. 

Director Sarah Gavron did consid¬ 
er making a straightforward biopic 
of Pankhurst. 

She says: "If we told that story, it 
would be the story of an exception¬ 
al woman. What we were interested 
in was the story of an ordinary 


woman, a woman with no platform, 
no title. Working-class women were 
so often the vanguard of change 
who rarely get talked about. 

"We thought to follow that 
woman would make it connect with 
women all over the world today." 

Academy Award-nominated Mulli¬ 
gan concurred that Suffragette is 
more than just a film about history. 

She says: "What I love about this 
film is it didn't feel like a documen¬ 
tary about a time, it felt like a film 
about today. 

"It is a film to mark the achieve¬ 
ments of what these women did 
and what they gave us but also to 
highlight where we are in the world. 
We still live in a society that is sex¬ 
ist and that goes throughout 
history." 


Even making a film about 
women's rights, created 
predominantly by women, was 
tricky. Gavron worked on Suf¬ 
fragette for about a decade, while 
writer Abi Morgan was on board for 
about six years. Even Mulligan 
signed on a year before filming 
began. 

Morgan, who penned The Iron 
Lady and Shame, says: "Film does 
take time, however I think film that 
is fronted by not one but an ensem¬ 
ble of women - and they're not 
being funny - is hard. I think that 
became a huge obstacle." 

Beyond that, it is only recently 
that education has included the 
suffrage movement. Neither 
Gavron nor Mulligan, 30, were 
taught much about it at school. 


Mulligan, who is married to Wim¬ 
bledon musician Marcus Mumford, 
says: "I knew relatively little. I re¬ 
member there was a small para¬ 
graph in a history book saying 'they 
got there', basically. I had lots of im¬ 
ages of women politely marching 
the streets holding banners. Read¬ 
ing the script, I remember Googling 
as I went, thinking 'is this real?' 

The suffragettes endured regular 
imprisonment, police surveillance 
and brutality, hunger strikes and 
took part in direct action such as 
window smashing and blowing up 
postboxes. 

One of the more extreme mea¬ 
sures in the film is the blowing up 
of then-chancellor David Lloyd- 
George's empty summerhouse in 
Walton-on-the-Hill, while the 


climax comes at the Epsom Derby 
where Emily Wilding Davison sacri¬ 
ficed herself for the cause. 

Mulligan, for one, is grateful it's 
not a fight she had to take on. 

She says: "I have been so lucky to 
grow up in a generation - and in a 
family - where I haven't had to 
fight. I have had a very lovely up¬ 
bringing and I'm incredibly privi¬ 
leged in that respect so I have 
never had to fight. 

"I suppose we fight for more 
equality but we also fight for peo¬ 
ple who aren't in our position. I 
don't know if I would throw rocks 
for myself but I would like to think I 
would throw a rock for somebody 
else."

Style of football: The main dif¬ 
ference is the games offer very 
distinct styles of football. 

Fifa is a more serious and realis¬ 
tic simulation. Its play is a bit 
slower, more challenging and

Package: Each game offers an ex¬ 
cellent football experience - 
which one you go for is down to 
personal preference, or which 
mood you're in if you get both 
games. 

Once it comes to the overall 
package, Fifa is the king though. 

For one, it has all the official li¬ 
cences so its team names, kits and 
stadia are much more 
authentic. 

And secondly, Fifa comfortably 
outplays PES on game modes. It 


has women's football this year, 
along with a superior 'ultimate 
team' mode and a better manage¬ 
ment/career mode. 

Looks and sounds: Here's anoth¬ 
er area where Fifa is top dog. 

Its player animations are of 
higher quality than in PES, and it 
has more polish and higher pro¬ 
duction values. From its menus to 
its match days, PES looks a little 
primitive in comparison. 

Crowd chanting and in-game at¬ 
mosphere are better in Fifa - 
though commentary in both 
games leaves a lot to be desired. 
Verdict: Fifa has the edge overall.
